Lotteries. 

There  was  a  timo  when  people  thoagh 
lottei  Fes  to  be  good  things  ;  they  were 
authorized  by  the  different  states. 
But  the  effects  on  iho  morals  ol  'hose 
who  bought  tickets  has  been  lound  to 
be  very  bad  ;  they  hecome  lazy  ;  jbey 
t  to  get  money  without  work.  In 
most  cases  ouly  iguoraut  person*  buy 
tickets ;  the  wise  ones  koow  that  their 
chance  of  winning  a  prize  is  very  small 
and  so  they  will  not  invest  their  money. 
Suppose  you  are  walking  along  tbo 
street,  and  find  a  ten-dollar  gold  piece  ; 
now  that  will  uot  happen  to  yon  aguiu 
as  long  as  yoo  live.  Yet  a  man  is 
more  likely  is  find  ten-dollar  gold  pieces 
in  the  street  than  to  win  anything  in 
lotteries.  This  fact  most  people  are  be- 
ginning to  find  out,  and  so  lotteries  are 
becoming  unpopular. 

The  Japanese  Government  sent  a 
great  many  thiugs  to  the  Centennial 
Exhibitiou ;  those  not  sold  were  re- 
turned, and  an  application  was  made 
goi  up  a  lottery  to  dispose  of  them, 
hut  the  government  refused,  aod  itself 
advauced  the  mouoy  needed  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  goods.  The  French  peo- 
ple did  just  the  reverse,  aod  for  many 
weeks  there  was  great  excitement  in 
Paris.  Finally  the  prize  was  drawn  by 
man  who,allsuiil,could  uot  make  good 
use  of  it.  Of  couri-c  the  Japanese  were 
wiser  than  the  Froneb. —  [Scholar's 
Corapauion. 


A  Wild  Man  or  the  Wrst 

An  Idaho  paper  tells  a  strange  story 
about  a  wild  man  seen  by  two  cow 
boys  in  the  region  Camas.  On  the 
first  day  of  tho  month,  two  |cow-boys, 
scarehiog  for  cattle  lost  in  the 
storm,  passed  over  some  lava  crags, 
and  were  startled  by  suddenly  seeing 
before  thorn  the  form  so  often  described 
to  them.  Tbey  wore  so  terrified  that 
they  sat  upon  their  horses  looking  at  it  in 
dread.  Mustoring  courage  and  draw- 
ing their  revolvers,  they  dismounted 
and  gave  ehase,  hut  the  straugo  bciug 
skipped  from  crag  to  crag  as  nimbly 
as  a  monntaiu  goat.  After  au  hour's 
pursuit  both  young  meu  were  so  com- 
pletely worn  ont  that  they  both  laid 
down,  seeing  which  tho  wild  mau 
gradually  approached  them  aud 
stopped  oo  the  opposite  side  of  a  gorge 
io  the  lava,  from  which  point  lie  re- 
garded the  cow-boys  intently.  The 
wild  man  was  considerably  over  six 
foet  in  boight,  with  great  muscular 
arms,  which  reached  to  his  knees. 
The  muscles  stood  out  iu  great  kuotfi, 
and  his  chest  was  as  broad  as  that  of  a 
bear.  Skins  were  twisted  about  his 
feet  and  ankles  and  a  wolf  skin  about 
his  waist.  All  parts  of  bis  body  to  be 
seen  were  covered  by  long  black  Ugjr, 
whilo  from  his  head  the  hair  flowed 
over  his  shouldors  in  coarse,  tangled 
rolls  aod  mixed  with  a  heavy  heard. 
His  face  was  dark  aod  swarthy  aud 
his  eyes  shone  brightly,  whilo  two 
tusks  protruded  from  his  mouth.

buildings  white  lead  may  be  added  in 
tho  proportion  of  one  pound  to  five  of 
mineral  paint.

All  ili^ 
tolescopcs  on    this   bemisphero  have 
bceu  turued  toward  tlicsnu,  an  1  mil" 
liotis  ol  eyes  have  gaxed  upon  bim  to 
e  tlm'-liitle  black  spot"  on  bia  l«ee.

He 
left  France  mor,e  than  a  year  before 
the  timo,  but  wrw  delayed  by  wars, 
mid  by  storms  and  calirs.  until  tV 
imuortailt  time  was  passed.^  Deter- 
mined to  he  ou  baud  for  the  next  trun- 
sit  which  would  occur  eight  years  Inter, 
he  pursued  the  study  of  ttsifouoniy  in

forts. Many  sitlisluelory  observations 
of  this  latter  transit  were  made,  yet 
there  was  mueh  to  throw  doubt  up  jo 
any  determination  ol  the  sun's  distance 
based  on  the»e.  For  we  must  remem- 
ber ti  at  nil  the  interest  in  the  event 
comes,  uot  from  tho  graudcur  of  the 
sceuc,  but  because  herciu  lies  tho  key 
thut  unlocks  .lie  measurement  of  space. 
The  sun's  disiaitce  which  is  a  unit  of 
measure  lor  all  cclcslinl  objects,  (our 
moon  excepted  J,  i- usotirlaiued  by  no- 
ting the  lime  of  ingress  and  egress  oi'tlte 
pluoct,  or  the  relative  palhs  across  the 
sun's  disc  as  seen  ut  different  stations 
on  tbo  curt  It . 

Most  are  lumiliar  with  the.  eH'tuis 
made  by  different  billions  to  obacivo 
ihe  transit  ol  1874,  which  was  visible 
ouly  uhout  tho  Indian  Oc  au.  Although 
muny  observations  wcro  taken,  tho 
difficulties  met  with  were  snch  tbbt  no- 
great  reMllts  were  obtained  for  correct- 
ing former  errors  ol  distance.

Kaster  brings  before  one  tho  great 
hop*  of  immortality  nud  christian  peo- 
ple feel  that  this  hope  ha*  been  iu- 
trenched  iu  the  resurrection  ol  "the 
Jesus"  to  be  the  Lord  ol  lile,  but 
Christmas  hns  always  been  tho  time 
when  religlou  In  its  spiritual  aud  social 
direction*  has  seemed  to  bo  most  cioatly 
ldcutined  with  our  human  sympathies 
The  growing  interest  in  tho  day  tn 
New  Knglnnd  is  the  Attempt  of  many 
religiouisis  to  reuetv  the  connect  il  a  uf 
religion  with  social  and  family  lite, 
which  was  violently  broken  when  tho 
grim  Purttnu  determined  to  cut  hiitwlf 
aloof  from  what  be  fancied  to  be 
ecvlcsiasticnl  superstitions.  Iu  some 
s  I*  tpasutodic,  in  more  it  Is  the 
lntolligeut  purpose  lit  heal  that  divorce 
between  religion  nuil  society  which 
again  and  acain  hns  been  felt  to  be  one 
of  the  greatest  defirioncies  in  the  forces 
hich  shape  American  character.  Iu 
lis  sense  tho  incrensinc  observance  ol 
Christmas  at  n  dny  of  worship  and  of 
socinl  festivities  has  a  bearing  upon  the 
best  interests  of  iho  wholo  community 
herever  in  socinl  am!  religious 
wnrs  the  day  is  celebrated  as  our  an- 
cestors kept  It  in  "metric-  Kngland,"  it 
conler*  abuudant  bene  fuel  ions  upon 
hose  who  thnre  iu  the  delightful  festiv- 
ities. 

It  ts  a  powerful  ngvncy  in  removing 
Irom  religion  thnt  harsh  and  repulsive 
r  which  it  hns  insensibly  tnken 
on  from  oar  esrly  provincial  traditions. 

This  identification  of  religion  with 
life  ia  a  tweet  aod  hooctt  fashion,  how- 
ever, is  not  confined  to  those  who  fre- 
quent ehnrcbes  and  take  religious 
vows.  It  is  one  of  tho  inevitable  re- 
sults of  great  festivals,  be  they  pagan  or 
christian,  that  tbey  change  the  atmos- 
phere that  environs  the  people. 

Hundred's  of  thousands,  engaged  in 
the  pnrchnse  of  Christmas  presents. nre 
moved  unconsciously  by  the  Christ- 
child  into  a  largeness  of  heart, a  breadth 
f  sympathy,  a  Christ-like  generosity 
rhich  is  pcthsps  the  best  thing  that 
could  como  to  many  a  burdened  and 
contracted  Hie.  Outwardly,  Christmas 
ins  a  commercial  aspect ;  on  nearer  in- 
spection, it  is  seen  as  the  penetration  of 
a  new  and  higher  atmosphere,  through 
all  the  complexities  of  *»  cinl  life  ;  and. 
looked  at  it  in  its  sum  tout,  it  is  one  ol 
those  incarnations  of  the  Christly  spirit 
which  renew  the  kinship  of  meu,  aud 
bring  hearts  into  closer  contact  with 
hearts,  aad  lives  into  closer  contact 
ith  lives.  The  gifts  of  love  and  friend-

This  year  the  "ore"  com- 
mencing on  n  Sunday  the  great  church  al- 
ways thronged,  ia  now  dense'}  packed  be- 
fore service  commences,  the  purple  hang- 
ings with  which  the  Sanctuary  ha*  been 
draped  dnring  the  proceeding  advent  week* 
now  give*  place  to  a  beantifnl  « bite  and 
gold  dress,  in  which  to  welcome  her  ouming 
Lord,  the  new  festival  dorsal  and  canopy 
(sometime*  called  a  baldaachins)  la  no* 
erected  behind,  and  over  the  high  Altar. 
Thi*  magnificent  specimen  of  art  needle- 
work which  I  can  only  faintly  describe  ** 
It*  great  beauties  are  above  aud  beyond 
my  power*  of  diacription,  waa  de 
by  hrother  Mnynard  of  the  "Society 
John  the  Evangellat"  (a  religion*  order  of 
churchmen,  clergy  and  laity)  and  executed 
by  the  ladies  of  the  pariah  nnder  his  direc- 
tion, U  constructed  in  three  port*  ;  the  cen- 
tral portion  being  the  full  width  of  the  Altar, 
and  hanging  straight  abova  to  the  halgt  of 
about  sixteen  feet,  with  two  aid 
place]  a*  win<j*  not  a*  high,  and  coming 
slightly  forward  at  an  angle  at  each  end  of 
the  Altnr,  forming  a  tort  of  enclosure  for 
the  aamo,  from  the  top  of  the  centre  po  it, 
ho  hanging  comes  forward  oTur  the  allar 
forming  a  canopy,  the  foundation  or  ground 
color,  U  n  beantifnl  shade  of  "a 
bin*  on  which  I.  placed  a  richly  embroidered 
representation  of  the  crucifixion,  tho  figure 
of  the  Lord  (a  copy  of  one  of  the  old 
tare)  is  nearly  full  awe;  on  a  erimaon  velvet 
cross,  on  either  side  *t  the  foot  of  the  cross, 
figure*  of  St.  Mary  and  6t  John  In  cot 
showing  beautifully  on  the  rich  bine 
ground;  the  whole  surrounded  a*  in  s  frame 
handsomo  design  of  ornamental  tracery 
and  flower*,  witbsauvd  mjuigrami,  etc 
The  top  of  of  the  canopy  proper  U  of  the 
bine  material,  on  which  angel*  In  out- 
line are  embroidered  in  a  delicate  white 
tracery,  as  It  were  looking  down  or  the 
holy  mysteries  of  the  altar  below.  Tne  la- 
dies In  the  production  of  thi*  really  rem  irk - 
able  work  of  crt  have  expended  several  hun- 
dred dollars  for  materials,  and  month*  of  la- 
bor. The  Altar  ilaelf,  is  now  vested  in  a 
rich  white  andjgold  front  J,  cmbroldered.for 
the  church,  at  the  Philadelphia  school  of 
art  needlo  work  aud  a  gift  from  a  lady  of 
the  Pariah  valned  at  eighteen  hundred  dol- 
lar*. Above  the  altar  proper,  at  each 
'  are  two  I  irge  metxlio  figure*  of  kneel- 
ing Angel*,  and  between  the  same  in  the 
large  eros*  of  polished  brass, 
the  churches  "sign  of  eel  ration."  At  the 
base  of  th*  crow,  each  side  are  handsome 
filled  with  choice  out  flowers,  the 
whole  Illumined  by  nearly,  a  hundred 
lighted  candles. 

In  front  of  the  Altar,  impended  from  th* 
sanctuary  roof,  hang  seven  golden  hued 
lamp*,  always  burning  during  [service,  tell- 
ing of  the  seven  gift*  of  the  "Holy  Ghost," 
1*  wefi  a*  what  God  permitted  his  servant 
St  John  to  see  while  "inspirit"  roundabout 
throne  of  heaven,  and  recorded  in  holy 
scripture*  to  be  transmitted  for  .the  edifica-

Silos. 

The  following  address  on  Silos  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  F.  Ii.  Devereaux  of 
Marslifield,  before  the  South  Shore 
Fanners'  Club,  Dec.  19. 

When  I  accejitittl  the  Invitation  to  open 
thi*  dlscmslon,  I  titled  thnt  I  had 
until  till*  present  year,  comeqiu-iitly  I  liave 
no  result*  of  persoual  experience  lo 
But  I  can  pUco  bef  >rn  you  the  olui 
the  adrocate*  and  the  argninun!*  1A  the 
oppearn  of  this  tystMin  of  prr*.  ning  f  ~l 
dor,  which  will  serve,  peiliai-,  to  biauta 
tbe  ground.  It  Is  not  yet  pusillrcly  tleUr 
mined  whether  en*|!age  Is  to  I*  (Ae method 
of  the  future  or  10'.  But,  bo* 
question  umy  decided,  we  can,  I  think, 
credit  till*  nincb  to  the  system.  It  b«« 
brought  Into  prominence  the  great  rain 
of  corn  stover  a*  a  fodder;  for  look  nt  th 
figure*:  Iu  1410  we  raised  In  this  stele  (a. 
curding  to  the  Agricultural  Iteport )  ever 
|J*W,11W  bushel*  of  corn,  and  tbe  pmdi 
Hon  Increased,  year  by  year,  np  f  >  1- 
when  It  reached  the  highest  point,  oror 
9,500,000  bushels.  From  this  It  gradnslly 
decreased  till  lb7»,  which  ws*  about  the 
time  when  011  lln^e  begun  to  be  tMlkeil 
nl>ont,  and  from  that  year  the  acreagu  Iu 
corn  bad  Increased  nulll  In  1  60  it 
about  11/aTO  hn»h-lt  Vm  than  In  I M0, wideb 
Increase  U  In  gre.it  |<a  t  nttribulabli 
ihe  belter  imderstauill  ig  .-f  the  valm 
corn  fodder  arising  from  lhe  froquent 
ciisslons  about  ensilage.  And,  [believe  It 
will  become  our  main  reliance,  either 
form  of  enMUge  or  In  a  dry  state. 

For,  us  Mr.  Ansel  Puleam  say*  Ii 
Agricultural  report  of  IM70  'The  scioiitlfic 
qiie»t!<'U  of  lo<Uy  I*  not  wbnl  I*  »ny  crop 
worth,  wh'  11  fed  by  Itself,  In  cniiiuarUen 
with  K<igdfh  liny;  but  rather  n«w 
grow,  harvest  and  mix  other  crops 
make  them  eqnal  to  English  buy.'' 

N"W  tbit  qn  si  Ion,  I  mny  siy,  is  solved  In 
the  following  manner.   We  h  ive  only  to 

cure  a  due  proportion  nf  nlbnmi 
rations  wu  feed.    And  here  It  may  not  be 
ace  to  say  that  what  wo  nnder- 
alhnoio'd*  or  prolelne  ore  those 
constituents  tbat  go  to  form  the  muscles, 
to  idons,  cartilage,  lean  meat  oi.d  a  portiun 
of  He  fnt,  while  the  carbo  hydrates  snaulo 
beat  of  the  body.    Now,  almoet  alt  Tod- 
1  are  riob  In  c  irbo  hydrate*,  for  th* 
growing  plant  gets  them  In  profuse  quanti- 
ties from  th"  soil  and  ntnvxpbere,  but  the 
nltrogenn*  element*  which  beenme proleine 
In  tbe  plant  bare  to  be  supplied  by  tbe  far- 
mer In  bit  manure;  and  many  of  onr  crop* 
lacking  In  these  In  a  sufficient  prop-T- 
1  to  properly  equalize  the  caibo  hydrate* 
they  contain.  Now,  I  balleve,  the  propor- 
tion should  be  about  i  of  proud  ne  to  the 
carbohydrates.    And  the  rat'o  In  cern  fod- 
der and  Timothy  bay  U  about  the  same  aay 
1  to  10,  while  to  make  a   rn  rfeet  rood 
they  should  tutve  S  1-2  to  10,  or  '£>  per  cent 
a*  mnoh  protelne  aa  car  bob  y  d  rales. 

Now,  to  make  np  tbla  deficiency  we  must 
resort  to  Unseed  or  cotton  seed  meal,  for 
both  have  a  larger  anrplu*  percentage  of 
prjtelne,  30  per  cent  In  the  case  or  the  lat- 
ter. 

Ensilage  contains  nbon*  0.02  per  cent  ol 
proteice  to  53  »4  per  cent  of  carbohydrates 
and  consequently  lacks  about  0  percent  of 
protelne. 

Now,  tbe  claims  for  ensilage  are  1,  tint 
by  the  use  of  the  s;lo  we  can  afford  lo  grow 
much  Ur-ur  qnaiitltleaof  corn  fodder.  2, 
that  the  loss  of  food  value  in  the  silo  U  less 
thill  by  lhe  old  style  of  drying  In  stocks. 
3,  that  green  feod  Is  better  than  dry  a*  1* 
seen  in  the  increase  of  milk  when  cows  sie 
turned  to  pasture.  4,  that  fermentation  In 
tbe  silo  renders  ths  food  more  digestible. 
5,  that  this  fermentation  warm*  the  food  to 
blood  beat  and  iu  that  niauner  also  assists 
digestion.  0,  that  nctnai  trial  has  proved 
that  lea*  food  is  reqnlnd  lo  produce  »  pound 
of  lucreavs  in  weight  or  a  larger  quantity 
of  milk  with  findings. 

Mr.  Ware  claim*  that  I  acre  or ground  in 
ensilage  wit]  winter  0  cow*  as  ftgaiuat  8 
acre*  In  hay  to  winter  I  cow.  Another 
practical  farmer  gives  %l  per  ton  a*  the 
amount  hi*  eusllage  costs  blra  to  cut  and 
peek  It  In  the  silo,  aud  $1.50  a  ton  to 
raise.  Others  claim  that  3  tons  of 
ensilage  are  eqnd  to  1  ton  of  hay. 
We  can  raise  the  first  at  a  cost  probably  of 
nnt  much  over  *?«,  and  we  can  sell  the  Is* 
for  $18.  Thus  a  ration  or  corn  fodder  or 
straw  supplemented  with  cotton  seed  meal 
will  make  a  manure  worth  very  mucU  more 
than  that  from  liny.
